The Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Department is 
requesting that marinas, 
boat launching sites, and 
parks in Charlevoix County 
alert boaters about low 
water levels and safety 
issues involved. 

Concerns stemming 
from low water levels in 
lakes Charlevoix and 
Michigan include large 
boulders, sand bars, and 
submerged logs exposed by 
low water, and increasingly 
close proximity of swim 
areas to dangerous drop- 
offs. 

According to Sheriff 
George T. Lasater, expected 
problems include increased 
accidents, increased 
grounding of boats, water- 
skiers coming too close to 
shore, and neck injuries due 
to diving off docks and 
floating platforms.

The city of East Jordan is receiv- 
ing a $290,000 grant from the state 
of Michigan for work or the East 
Jordan City Airport. 

While the city has not received of- 
ficial notification, news of the grant 
was “a pleasant surprise,” said city 
administrator David White. The city 
had applied for the grant a couple of 
years ago, but had not received the 
funding, and had been put “back into 
the system.” 

The city had budgeted $45,348 
from the general fund this year for 
airport work, and had not expected 
to receive the grant at this time. The 
funding, which, according to White, 
puts the airport project “back on 
schedule,” will be used for surfacing 
and resurfacing. 

The city has been working with 
engineers to create a master plan for 
airport improvements, under a grant 
received last year. The plan is now 
being reviewed by the Bureau of 
Aeronautics.

At its May 23 meeting, the city 
commission in Boyne City discussed 
the cost and the time involved with 
the dredging project.

“If in five years 
the water hasn’t gone up, we’ ve lost 
a lot of boaters.” 

Any costs above the estimated 
$50,000 can be taken from appropri- 
ated surplus.

The winner will receive a one hun- 
dred-dollar bond donated by Citizens 
Bank.
